The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The special technical feature (STF) of Group I is to 
a synthetic board manufacturing method including steps of mixing a thermoplastic synthetic in 
an extruder; pressing the synthetic through a wide-slot nozzle to form a flat synthetic web; 
cooling and calibrating of the synthetic web on a calendar roll pair; and heating to melt a side 
edge of the web while adjacent peripheral surface zones are cooled. The foregoing STF is at 
least present in Bressan (EP 303576) as evidenced by the PCT examination documents (i.e., 
Form 210). Therefore, there is no unity of invention when the STF is present in the prior art. 
Hence, lack of unity is held by the Examiner under 37 CFR 1 .475 and PCT Rule 13.
